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CHAPTER 386

AN ACT to renumber 95.21; and to create 95.21 (2) of the statutes, relating to quarantine
for rabies.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

SECTION 1. 95.21 of the statutes is renumbered 95.21 (1).
SECTION 2. 95.21 (2) of the statutes is created to read:
95.21 (2) Dogs which have been vaccinated against rabies shall be exempt from the

quarantine provisions of sub. (1) for a period of one year following vaccination, provided
the dog has been kept isolated for the 10 days immediately following vaccination.
